LAID QUT COLD. 
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Judgment of Ouster Sustained by 
Illinois Supreme Court. 


IS A BLOW AT ALL COMBINES. 


The Distilling Pool Held to Be a 
Combination in Restraint of 
Trade. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 13.—The Su- 
preme Court of Illinois to-day filed its 
opinion in the case of the People vs. the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co. The judg- 
ment of ouster entered by the lower court 
is affirmed. The effect of this decision will 
be to break up the Whisky Trust. 

Atty.-Gen. Moloney, speaking of the de- 
cision, said: “The Supreme Court practi- 
cally holds that the Distilling and Cattle 


Feeding Co. is a trust and that as such 
Judge Gibbons of Chicago did right in pro- 
nouncing a judgment of civil death against 
it. The Supreme Court also décided that 
the Attorney-General was right in his views 
of the law regarding the matter and that 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co. is no 
more than a continuation of the old Dis-~- 
tillers’ Cattle Feeding Trust. . 

“The deoision,’”’ he continued, “is one of 
the ablest opinions ever delivered by the 
Supreme Oourt of this State. In no un- 
certain language it sounds the death knell 
of the trusts in this State forever. On 
evory point on which I made a fight I was 
sustained.” 

In the course of the opinion the court 
says: ‘“‘No one who intelligently considers 
the scheme of this trust, as detailed in the 
information, can for a moment doubt that 
it was designed to be and was, in fact, a 
combination in restrmint of trade and that 
it was ah ge eg for the purpose of gettin 
control of the manufacture and sale of all 
distillery products, so as to stifle competi- 
tion and to be able to dictate the amount 
manufactured and the prices at which the 
same should be sold, and that its effect is 
to create, or tend to create, a virtual 
monopoly in manufacture in the sale of 
products of that character. 

“No rational purpose for such organisa- 
tion can be shown consistent with an in- 
tention to allow the busineag to run in its 
normal channels, to give mpetition its 
legitimate operation and to allow beth 
romection and prices to be controlled by 
he natural influences ofsupply and demand 
and the results as shown by the informa- 
tion were such as might anticipated. 
The trust obtained possession of nearly all 
the distilleries and nearly the entire dis- 
tillery products of the United States, thus 
enabling it to dictate prices and the amount 
of production and thus to draw to itself 
substantially the control of the distillery 
business of the country.” 

The court, cites a large number of de- 
cisions showing combinations of a. similar 
character that have been held i in 
other States, among others the tch 
Trust. The opinion ‘continues:

THE MONEY QUESTION, P 
NO. III.—GOLD I8' DEAR—WHY? 
It is a distortion of facts to say that 
silver has become too cheap for money, 
and ought, therefore, to be set aside; that 
the one dollar silver coin is.a dishonest 
coin because it contains only 50 cents 
worth of metal; that it is “a 50-cent dol- 
lar,” the coinage of which would be a 
gross injustice to creditors, — ' 
If this were true, it would exhibit a 
curious spectacle to the world, the like. 
of which was never seen before—a prec- 
ious metal that has sérved the human 
race as money for 6,000 §ears, losing its 
value for money purposes; since John 
Sherman of Ohio, still living, was chosen 
to the United States Senate. 
Bilver is not cheap, except when meas- 
ured in gold—a~ measure which’ midkes 


cotton. cheap, wheat. cheap, and nearly | 


all other commodities cheap, except gold, 
It is gold that is dear—not silver that is 
cheap. And there are two reasons for 
the increased and still increasing value 
of gold. 

. First, the debarring of silver from coin- 
age, which imposes on one metal the du-., 
ties formerly performed by two. .Gold 
has become scarce, and ts daily becom- 
ing scarcer—that is, inadequate te the 
volume of business it must transact, The 
result is the flerce and constant scramble 
for it between the great nations of the 
earth that causes so much anxiety and 
distress at times in the debtor countries, 
ours among them. | 


A striking exhibition of this was fur-' 


nished in the last loan of $62,000,000 made 
by our Government. Theloan was made 
to replenish the $100,000,000 gold fund 
kept as security for the greenbacks. So 
great was the danger that as fast as the 
gold came into the treasury on one side 
it would be taken out on the other—that 
the Secretary had to bind the European 
syndicate that took the bonds to protect 
the fund from being drawn upon,- It 
would be difficult to present a more sig- 
nal illustration of the evil policy of the 
exclusive gold advocates than this ludi- 
crous, labored device of the Treasury 
Department to keep its gold from slip- 
ping through its fingers. 

The, second reason for the increasing 
scarcity of gold is the large consump- 
tion of the metal In the industrial arts. 
In the year 1898 the amount thus’ con- 
sumed was $13;435,901; in 1892, $19,329,074; 


in 1891, $19,686,916; In 1890, $17,655,960—for : 


the four years over $70,000,000, or more 
than half the product of our mines for 
the period. In the same four years we 
lost by exportation $190,000,000 in gold. 
This sum, added to the $70,000,000 con- 
sumed in the arts, makes a total s of 
$260,000,000, or $120;000,000 more than the 
total product of our mines. So that 
in the four years from 1890 to 1893 inclu- 
sive, we used up and lost all the gold 
product of our mines, and $120,000,000 be- 
sides. 

Is it not most unwise to limit our money 
system to a single metal, which is be- 
coming more precious every day, because 
more and more scarce in proportion to 
the business of the oountry?

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AGREAT MASS MEETING. 


The opening of the Memphis conven- 
tion justified its call. The assemblage 
meets the highest expectations and as- 
sures the accomplishment of its prime 
object. It is a splendid response to the 
challenge of the Bankers’ Convention. 

The gathering has been well character- 
ized as a great m4&ss meeting for the free 
discussion of the money question. Its 
greatness consists not alone in its size— 
although in that respect probably the 
greatest of its kind—but in its representa- 
tive character and the exceptional aggre- 
gate of ability it contains.

Boodle to Pass the Humphrey Bill Fails 
to Materialize.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, June 13.—The $100,000 
boodle deal which the racing men of St. 
Louis and Chicago boasted would be made 
to perpetrate racing at the East Side track, 
Hawthorne and other tracks in Iilinois,
